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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

The  year  just  ended  has  been  another  quiet,  and  comparatively  un- 
eventful, but  quite  satisfactory  year  at  Lakeside.  The  reports  of  Superin- 
tendent Ranney,  and  of  Miss  Ellis,  the  principal  of  the  Training  School, 
will  g^ve  you  all  details  necessary  regarding  the  operating  side  at  the  hos- 
pital. The  report  of  ^Irs.  North,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers, 
will  give  you  the  point  of  view  of  the  active  members  of  our  Board,  who 
are  constantly  investigating  and  inspecting  the  operations  of  the  hospital 
from  day  to  day,  as  well  as  taking  part  in  its  management ;  especially  in  the 
linen  department.  The  report  of  the  treasurer  will  show  that  for  the  first 
time  since  we  entered  into  our  new  buildings  with  their  increased  oppor- 
tunities of  service,  but  also  largely  increased  operating  expenses,  we  have 
ended  the  year  without  any  deficit,  and  in  fact  with  some  small  surplus,  which 
by  recent  vote  of  the  Directors,  has  been  applied  towards  the  old  deficit  of 
about  $8,500.00  of  the  year  1904. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  held  monthly  meetings,  except  for  a  month 
or  two  in  the  summer  when  most  of  the  members  were  absent  from  the  city. 

The  Executive  Committee  have  held  monthly  conference  meetings  with 
the  Visiting  Staff  of  the  Hospital,  as  usual,  at  which  time  all  matters  of 
joint  and  general  interest  in  hospital  affairs,  are  discussed  with  great  free- 
dom and  mutual  benefit.  Aside  from  these  joint  meetings,  the  Executive 
Committee  have  held  nine  meetings  during  the  year. 

The  Endowment  Funds  to  the  Hospital,  amounting  to  $630,000.00,  are 
considered  to  be  well  invested,  yielding  an  average  rate  of  income  of  upwards 
of  6%  per  annum.  I  wish  particularly  to  express  our  sorrow  at  the  death 
of  Mrs.  W.  H.  Sabin,  one  of  the  earliest  members  of  our  Board  of  Man- 
agers, and  who  always  manifested  much  interest  in  Hospital  affairs. 

I  desire  also  to  express  the  regret  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  the 
resignation  of  Miss  Sutherland  as  housekeeper,  her  services  having  been 
unusually  acceptable  and  efficient.  Respectfully  submitted,

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  OF  THE 
BOARD  OF  MANAGERS 

As  the  closing  of  another  year  calls  for  the  annals  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  we  find  mention  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  W.  H.  Sabin,  one  of  the 
earliest  members,,  one  who,  although  for  later  years  unable  to  take  active 
part,  yet  to  the  end  of  her  life  watched  the  growth  and  enlargement  of  the 
Hospital  with  never  failing  interest. 

With  much  regret  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  E.  S.  Page  from  active 
membership  of  the  Board  was  accepted  since  her  great  interest  and  work 
for  the  children  was  the  beginning  of  that  which  by  her  continued  donations 
and  the  later  generous  ones  of  others,  has  made  that  department,  as  it  were, 
the  pride  of  the  Hospital. 

The  introduction  of  Kindergarten  work  by  Mrs.  Page  in  the  year  1900, 
has  since  been  continued  and  proves  a  source  of  great  help  to  the  nurses 
as  well  as  instruction  and  recreation  for  the  children.  To  the  Kindergarten 
teachers  and  other  young  ladies  who  have  so  cheerfully  volunteered  their 
services,  the  Board  acknowledges  their  great  obligation. 

The  duties  of  the  various  committees  have  been  carried  on  with  con- 
stantly increasing  interest  in  every  way,  each  endeavoring  to  use  the  years 
of  experience  for  the  better  systematizing  and  perfecting  the  desired  work. 

The  condensed  yearly  report  of  the  Linen  Supplies  Committee,  which  is 
responsible  for  the  purchase,  distribution  and  disposal  of  all  such  furnishings 
after  various  experiments,  hope  for  the  future  to  report  labor  and  expense 
reduced  and  that  in  the  introduction  of  the  probationers  in  duties  connected 
with  the  work,  it  may  be  clearly  demonstrated  that  carefulness  and  economy 
is  the  most  important  rule  for  the  best  management  of  our  Hospital. 

The  resignation  of  Miss  Lander  Sutherland  as  housekeeper  was  accepted 
with  much  regret  since  her  faithfulness  in  duty  had  proven  her  most  valu- 
able in  many  ways  not  directly  demanded  by  her  position  and  had  endeared 
her  to  all  with  whom  she  came  in  contact. 

The  donations  for  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  were  most  generous, 
so  that  all  who  by  illness  were  prevented  the  enjoyment  of  the  home  festivi- 
ties, were  so  far  as  possible  made  recipients  of  the  good  wishes  and  kindness 
which  attends  those  days. 

The  Board  wish  once  again  most  emphatically  to  endorse  the  continued 
co-operation  given  at  all  times  by  the  Superintendent  without  which  no 
work  of  the  committees  could  be  complete. 

The  beginning  of  the  new  year,  with  constantly  increasing  work  and 
realizing  the  responsibility,  yet  the  Board  of  Managers  undertake  it  all 
with  renewed  courage,  hoping  for  better  results  to  be  recorded  at  the  end  of 
the  next  twelve  months.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  Jan.  i,  1906. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital : 

Gentlemen:  I  herewith  present  for  your  consideration  the  Thirty-ninth 
Annual  Report  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  December  31st, 
1905. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  shows  an  increase  of  6%  in 
the  number  of  patients  cared  for. 

The  number  of  days  of  Hospital  treatment  has  been  as  follows :  Jan- 
uary 4,857,  February  5,378,  March  6,192,  April  5,804,  May,  5,660,  June 
5435'  July  5»307»  August  5,397,  September  5,211,  October  5,256  November 
4,908,  December  4,849,  making  a  total  of  64,240. 

The  number  of  days  of  free  treatment  given  in  the  open  wards  was 
31,286  or  64%  of  all  patients  admitted. 

The  work  at  the  free  dispensary  did  not  show  the  increase  in  attend- 
ance as  we  might  naturally  expect  from  this  department.  The  total  number 
of  visits  made  were  28,418;  of  this  number  7,640  were  new  cases.  There 
were  12,885  prescriptions  written  and  6,533  surgical  dressings  done.  The 
Hospital  and  Free  Dispensary  together  have  furnished  59,704  days  of  free 
treatment  to  the  public  of  Cleveland  during  the  year. 

The  total  expenditures  of  the  Hospital  amounted  to  $139,292.07.  The 
disbursements  for  the  same  are  shown  in  the  following  table :

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The  gross  daily  per  capita  cost  in  the  Hospital  for  the  year  was  $2.16. 
If  we  should  deduct  from  the  total  expenditure  the  amount  advanced  for 
maintaining  the  free  dispensary,  the  pathological  department,  for  permanent 
improvements  and  new  equipment,  and  base  the  per  capita  cost  upon  the 
actual  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  Hospital  proper,  it  would  be  ten  cents 
less  per  day  for  each  patient  ($2.06). 

The  only  change  which  has  occurred  during  the  year  on  the  Superin- 
tendent's staff  was  in  the  Housekeeping  Department,  when  Miss  Sutherland 
resigned  in  October,  to  take  the  position  as  Principal  of  the  Training  School 
of  the  Hartford  Hospital  at  Hartford,  Conn.  Miss  A.  L.  Scholfield  of  Port 
Colbome,  Canada,  was  appointed  by  the  Trustees  to  fill  this  vacancy  on 
January  ist,  1906. 

During  the  year  the  Hospital  was  presented  with  a  complete  Roentgen 
X-Ray  outfit  by  Mrs.  Thomas  Bolton.  This  magnificent  gift  satisfies  the 
needs  of  the  Hospital  so  that  we  are  able  to  meet  any  and  all  demands  for 
X-ray  work  acceptably. 

A  generous  donation  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harry  Dalton  of  this  city, 
made  it  possible  for  us  to  enlarge  our  sun  veranda  capacity,  by  building  a 
spacious  iron  constructed  porch  adjacent  to  and  connected  with  the  ward 
for  the  children  for  their  exclusive  use.  This  new  addition  relieves  the 
congestion  of  the  main  veranda,  and  also  enables  us  to  keep  our  sick  adults 
and  the  children  separated.  Funds  furnished  by  Messrs.  L.  C.  Hanna,  H.  M. 
Hanna,  H.  R.  Hatch,  E.  W.  Oglebay,  George  A.  Garretson,  and  Leander 
McBride  enabled  us  to  build  a  large  veranda  connected  with  the  Nurses' 
Home,  for  the  benefit  of  the  nurses  of  the  Training  School.

Gentlemen : — I  herewith  submit  the  Eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Lake- 
side School  for  Nurses  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1905.

These  prizes  were  awarded  to  the  pupil  obtaining  the  highest  general 
average  in  theoretical  and  practical  standing. 

During  the  year  no  changes  have  been  made  in  the  general  course  of 
instruction.  The  preliminary  course  for  the  probationers  continues  satis- 
factory in  every  way,  and  the  clinical  lectures  are  most  valuable. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  have  to  report  the  death  of  one  of  the 
members  of  the  probationery  class — Miss  Leota  Snyder,  of  Wooster,  Ohio, 
who  entered  the  school  September  16,  1904.  On  January  26  she  was  taken 
ill  with  pneumonia,  which  was  complicated  with  a  serious  form  of  heart 
disease.  She  died  on  February  11,  after  a  very  severe  and  pathetic  illness 
of  sixteen  days'  duration.  Miss  Snyder  was  a  good  student,  a  faithful  and 
energetic  worker,  and  up  to  the  day  of  her  illness  had  enjoyed  perfect  health.
